THE INJUNCTION CONTINUED. 

Questions of fact as well as of law 
entéred into. the detision of Judge 
Winkersén at Chicago to enjoin in 
a preliminary way the striking railway 
shopmen. Their counsel are at once to 
take an appeal from the injunction, 
even ih its modified form. As most of 
the men are, or soon will be, back at 
work, it might seem that the carrying 
of the case to the higher courts, ulti- 
mately to the Supreme Court, would 
now be purely academic—a way of 
settling a dispute among lawyers. It 
is, however, of the highest importance 
to secure a final judicial determination 
of the main contention of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. i 

This was, enlarging adene whist the 
dictiim of the Supreme Court in the 
Debs case, that the Government is un- 
der a diréct obligation to maintain in- 
terstate transportation uninterrupted, 
ahd that it can proceed by injunction 
against all who obstruct it. Judge 
Wirsrrson fully sustains this. view, 
and we shall soon know whether the 
Judges above him also do. Whatever 
one may think of the weight of evi- 
@ence adduced against the shopmen, 
the principle of law and public policy 
involyed is of far-reaching concérn. 
and ought to receive sanction, ‘if it is 
sound, or disavowal, if it is not solidly 
based, from our highest judicia) 
authority.

nization Association, an organization 
privately financed, largely by the 
Canadian railway systems, the incom- 
ing settler will receive.‘* wise and con- 
siderate. direction ” after his arrival 
in Canada and until he gets firmly 
established.

QUANTITY AND QUALITY LEGIS- 
LATION. 

The bitter words spoken of the, lead- 
ing laws passed by Congress do not 
apply to its: industry. Bills intro- 
dyced numbered 4,757, and 295 bills 
were .enacted in, the session of 245 
days. It would be interesting to know 
how, many of the 295 new statutes 
are indispensable, how many would 
better not have been paased, and how 
many ‘of those passed were really en- 
acted. The tariff, of course, is among 
those. only nominally passed. That 
appears from the fact that it: pro- 
vides a method of amendment in de- 
tail, and that already the process of 
alteration has begun. There are 4,000 
items in the bill, and only one of thom 
certainly. means what it says by be- 
ing fixed beyond the President’s 
power of alteration.

founders of real astronomy from the 
astrologers wha were and long remained 
their bitter enemies. The Freudians ate 
not fmprisoned or put to death, as were 
some of the first assailants of aceepted 
notions as to the structure of the uni- 
verse and the movements of the heavenly 
bodies, but they can ‘be and. are still 
denounced or ignored by the surviving 
exponents of the older. psychology.

| PUBLIC LIBRARY. NEEDS. 


Suffering Under Economies -Which 
React on ;the People. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial Tuesday's. issue. con 
cerhing the situation in the New York 
Public Library should. have the ¢areful 
‘eonsidetation of every voter, in this efty. 

According to New York Libfaries, 
published by ‘the University of. the 
State of iNew York, any person intel- 
lectually | ‘alive wif want to see and 
at \least Partially read a mihimum of 
fifty’ books & year. In a study 
of forty-two . ‘‘ Exceptional Village 
Libraries” in New York State it (was 
forne that ‘last Year ‘there was ah 
average per capita issué of 13.7 volumes 
and a register of borfowers. averaging 


the villages. In: New York City last year 
the public ibrary.system circulated an 
average of only 3.2 yolumes perf capita 
and had only 18 per cent. of the popu- 
lation it serves on its register of bor- 
rowers. In thé last ten yeats the mére 
increase in population of Greater New 
York has been 20 per cent greater than 
the present total of library borrowérs, 
according to this publication. _It will 
therefore be seen that New York public 
libraries have’ not yet begun to serve 
the people as they shouid. 

The per capita Mbrary appropriation 
for New York City for 1922 was about 
865 cents, or about one-fourth of the 
price of one book; and less than 80 cents 
for each $1,000 of assessed valuation in 
the five boroughs. To provide library 
Service at the present rate of experise 
&t an average cost of 12 cents for each 
loan of a book is extremely low. 
Twenty-fivé years ago, when books and 
service were at néarly one-half their 
present cost, the. State law’ fixed 10 
cents as a prophr expense for this ser- 
vice. 

it must be evident that the appropria- 
tion which was made last year for our 
public libraries was totally inadequate, 
to say nothing about the low level of 
efficiency which our libraries have 
reached, because during the past,. few 
years the most drastic cuts. have been 
made in library appropriations, with the 
result that there are on the shelves of 
the libraries fully 160,000 hie gpcieg F 
Wick aré so filthy that they should not 
be used by anybody. The latk of pro- 
vision made for rebjnding and the 
totally inadequate appropriation for new 
beoks have aggravated this situation. 

If the Board of Estimate péréists in 
cutting public library appropriations as 
it. has been doing in recent years, 
limiting the amount to be spent to 
35 cénts per capita, it will mean that 
the service of the public Hbrary will be 
limited to an average ef three books 
per year per capita for otir total popu- 
lation; that it will .bé impossible for the 
peor of our city, who are dependent 
vpon the library, to. read more than 6 
per cent. of the books which should be 
read by them, and that the board is 
standing in the way of pérmitting the 
73. per cent. of our population not now 
using the library to be brought within 
its doors and provided with books: 

The American Library Association be- 
lieves that $1 per capita of the popula- 
tion of the’ community berved is a rea- 
sonable minimum annual revenue for the 
library in the community desiring to 
maintain a good library system, with 
trairéd librariAns, and at least 30 per 
cent. at the population should be regis- 
tored card holders, ag against the 13 per 
cent. which cah now be inadequately ac- 
commodated In New York. If such a fig- 
ure were applied to the New York Pub- 
lic Library, which serves Manhattan, the 
Brenx and Staten Island, it: would. mean 
that instead of an appropriation ‘of some- 
thing slightly over $1,000,000 for these 
public Nbraries, there should be spent 
at least $3,000,000 for these three bor- 

oughs: Assuming that various institu- 
ticnal’ libraries furnish one-half of the 
ideal of the $3,000,000—which is prob- 
ably not \true—theré would still need 
to be raised $1,500,000 of city funds as 
a minimum to conduct a fairly adequate 
ifbrary system. 

The public library is a “popular peo- 
ple’s  institution—not a luxury for, 
schclars ahd idle women. It is there- 
fore a mighty poor place’at which to

SUGGESTS.59 MEANS 
TO CURB RACE FEELING 


Mixed Chicago Commission Makes 
Report of the Fatal 1919 
Rioting in That City. 


Speeoial to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Sépt. 24.—After investigat- 
ing all phases of the race riots in Chi- 
eago in 1919, a commission made up of 
six white men and six negroes made its 
report. today in the form of a booklet 
under the title ‘‘ The Negro in Chicago.” 

The commission frankly admita it has 
found no panacea for racial ills, , but 
submits fifty-nine recommendations to 
citizens of both races, the observance of 
‘which will remedy the situation. mrlanly 
‘these recommendations dre: 

That the police and militia isoiele out 
at once a detailed plah for joint action 
to control race riots. 

That militia, black and white, be mo- 
bilized at the beginning of the outbreak; 
that street cars be guarded; that all 


rioters be arrested immediately, regard- + 


less of color, promptly tifed and speedily 
punished. 

That especial efforts be made to pun- 
4sh hoodlums who bomb the homes of 
negroes, this being one of the chief 
causes of outbreaks, 

*. That the negro<residence district be 
immediately cleared of all vice resorts. 

That particular attention. be given to 

athletic clubs,"’ so-called, made up

GLASS ‘STOMACH’ | FOR TESTS 


Chemistry Suresy Thus  Deter- 
mines Digestibility of Foods. 


It is now possible to determine the 
digestibility of.the proteins in foods and 
whether or not it is necessary to cook, 
them, .without conducting feeding tests, 
thus saving much time: and expense, 
says a bulletin of the Buréau of Chem- 
istry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The method is carried out by 
the tise of laboratory apparatus. that 
might be called an artificial stomach, 
since by its use it is possible to initiate 
at least a part of the digestive processes 

The proteins to be tested, those from 
beans, for instances, are placed in glass. 
containers in a.dilute solation of hydro- 
chioric acid, similar to that found nor 
mally in the stomach, the proper quan- 
tity of pepsin is added, and the ‘mix- 
ture is. placed in an incuhitor where 
the temperature is kept atthe same 
Point as that of the humaa stomach, 
about 37 degrees centigrade, After a 
certain number of hours thé contents of 
the container are sampled and analyzed.

Upon my return from: Constantinople 
in 1889 I described to the Prince at his 
request.my impressions of Greece, where 
my” sister Sophie was married to the 
heir-apparent; Crown Prince, Constan- 
tine, and’ also my Constantinople impres-‘ 
sions. In doing this, it struck.me that 
Prince Bismarck spoke quite disdain- 
fully of Turkey, of the men‘in. high po-" 
sition there and: of ‘conditions in that 
land... I thought I might inspire him in 
part with - essentially more favorable 
opinions, but my efforts were of little 
avail. Upon asking the Prince the rea- 
son’ why he held such an unfavorable 
opinion, he answered that Cont Her- 
bert had reported very disapprovingly 
on Turkey. Prince Bismarck-and Count 
,Herbert were ‘never favorably inclined 
toward Turkey and they never agreed 
with me in my Turkish policy—the old 
policy of Frederick the Great. 


During. the last period of his tenure 
of: office as Chancellor, Bismarck de- 
clared that the maintenance of friendly 
relations with Russia, whose Czar re-, 
Posed special trust in him; was the most 
important reason for his remaining at 
his post. In this connection it was that 
he gave me the first hints concerning 
the secret reinsurance treaty with Rus- 
sia.

. Recent. Halt in Security Issues. 


The actual returns show «the total 
value of securities issued during the 
first. six months of 1922 to have been 
15,385,000,000 francs, as against 23,973.-| ¢ 
000,000 in the corresponding period of 
1921. .This decrease resulted partly 
from the fact that. the Treasury had 
called upon private investors to the ex- 
tent of only 10,200,000,000. francs during 
the first half of the present year, as 
compared with. 16,500,000,000 francs in 
the year preceding. This figure, it will 
be observed,-includes both. the issue of 
National Defense bonds and bonds of 
the Credit Nationale. 

Probably the total issues in France 
during the first seven months of the 
year were fully 10,000,000,000 francs less 
than-in 1921, and under such circum- 
stances, there can be nothing surpris- 
ing in the flow of ready money to the 
Bourse and the large enhancement of 
prices for speculative investments. Now, 
however, it is apparent that this abun- 
dance of ready capital, which was the, 
principal factor in the recent rise, is 
about to disappear. The new issue of 
Treasury bonds, which has been an- 
nounced .for October, 1920, will absorb 
a good deal of the available money. 

Large ew Loans: Impending. 

It is anticipated that at least 5,000,- 
000,000 francs. will be raised by this is- 
sue. All that-sum and more will be 
needed to meet the actual budget deficit 
and to repay former security issues 
Which are maturing. The rate of 6 per 
cent. for the three and five year ma- 
turities, which has beén decided on for 
these new bonds, will undoubtedly’ at- 
tract the vast‘number of small investors 
on whom France always relies for the 
successful placing of her loans. 

There is also current talk of further 
loans to be issued by various groups in 
the devastated ions, also by the 
Moroccan railroads and the Credit Fon- 
cier.

OPINION DIVIDED ON 
WEST’S TRADE OUTLOOK 


Banking (Questionnaire Names 
Labor Trouble as Chief Ob- 
stacle, Low Prices Next. 


Reporting on the : industrial outlook 
in the Middle West, the Liberty Trust 
Company of St, Louis states as a re- 
sult of a questionnaire sent to 250 banks 
in the section that “it is rather re- 
markable that about half our corre- 
spondents say that the effect of the 
strikes upon local business has not been 
serious. Toward the future, the pre- 
vailing attitude is one of confidence, 
according to 60 per cent. of the replies. 
The remaining 40 per cent. are’ less 
favorable. ‘' As to what is the chief 
obstacle in the path to complete pros- 
perity, 40 per cent. of our replies men- 
tion labor troubles. Next comes. the 
price, situation, with particular refer- 
ence to farm products; after that, poor 
crop yields. A number of correspondents 
lay emphasis upon the need of a new 
mental attitude—less loafing, less ex- 
travagance and more confidence. High 
freight rates, the foreign situation: and 
politics are also spoken of. ‘With’ the 
entire settlement of the trikes we 
should expect a distinctly better atti- 
tude toward the future im the territory 
under consideration.”’ ~ 

As to retail tradé,-the bank reporta 
tha: this, “im the opinion of about 70 
pec cent. of the answers, is fair. 
Twenty per cent. describe it as poor 
and 10 per cent. good. Slightly less than 
half the replies indicate that it is bet- 
ter than six. months ago: The greatest 
improvement in retail trade appears to 
have been in Texas; the least in Illinois.
